Spokesmen Want 1919 
Program Adhered to 
Strictly 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 20. — De- 
cision to insist that the new State 


ol 


Highway Commission adhere to 
the provisions of the 1919 State 
highway bond issue so far as it 
concerns the completion of new 
roads, and approval of a State tax 
on gasoline were features of a 
meeting here today of the State- 
wide committee of fifty, which 
took action after a number of vig- 
orous speeches by highway advo- 
cates, including Supervisor Richard 
J. Welch of San Francisco, and B. 
B. Meek of Oroville. 

| Welch denounced what he de- 
clared was the plan announced by 
Harvey M. Toy, new chairman of 
the State Highway Commission, 
which meant the scrapping of the 
provisions of the 1919 bond issue 
and the use of any highway funds 
now on hand for the building of 
trunk’ lines and laterals. 

Similar complaint was made by 
Meek, who declared tn favor of 
new roads as provided in the bond 
issue. 
Speakers, among whom was 
Welch, asserted the Highway Com- 
mission contemplated the stoppage 
of work on the Skyline Boulevard 
from San Francisco to Santa Crus. 
with the exception of the second 
unit. Welch declared the people 
of San Francisco would oppose vig- 
orously any such action as they 
were determined to have this road.

It is further provided 
that “until such redistricting as 
herein provided for shall be de, 
Senators and Assemblymen shall be 
elected by the districts according 
to the apportionment now 
for by law.” 

The last reapportionment of icg- 
islative districts occurred in 1 
and was based on the Federal cen- 
sus of 1910. , 

Because of the legislative pro- 
gram forced through the legisla- 
tive session two years ago by the 
Stephens-McCabe-Johnson ma- 
chine, reapportionment was not 
submitted to the Legislature until 
too late for proper consideration. 
Gov. Stephens later prevented set- 
tlement of the question by refus- 
ing to respond to demands from 
the people of Southern California 
that he call a special legislative 
session.

lost his perpetual smile and bub- 
biting good humor. Thyssen is the 
active head of the great industries 
founded by his father.

Young Savage was then a private 
of marines on the Mississippi and 
the ship was at the time with Ad- 
miral Farragut's fleet, blockading 
the Mississippi after assisting in 
the capture of Forts Jackson and 
St. Phillip. Judge Savage told 
the story in his office the other

RAIL RULES 


Express Rates Too High, 
Say Imperial Growers 


Voting to Freight 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BL, CENTRO, Jan. 20.—In the 
future grapes shipped from Im- 
portal Valley must go by freight 
instead of by express, according to 
the conclusions of a meeting of the 
grape growers department of the 
Imperial County Farm Bureau, 
which decided that the express 
charges are prohibitive since the 
recent drop in price for fresh table 
grapes. 

It was decided that chambers of 
commerce in the valley, clubs and 
civic*bodies would be asked to help 
lower the minimum freight car 
load of grapes from 26,000 pounds 
to 20,000 pounds. From data in 
hand by this department it was de- 
cided that the present minimum 
capacity of a freight car is too 
much and the top tier in the cars 
is nearly a complete loss when tak- 


en any distance.

Bioletti, viticulturist from the Uni- 
versity of Califorpia. on how to in- 
crease the usefulness and produc- 
tivity and beauty of Imperial Val- 
ley vineyards.

IN HASTE. 
Bill Requiring Publica 
tion of Nuptial Intentions 


Santa Asia will lose its signifi- 
cance as a Gretna Green, and 
couples desiring to marry in haste 
will be forced to curb their impa- 
tience if a bill proposed by Will 
D. Gould, who for fifty years has 
been an attorney in California, is 
enacted by the State Legislature. 

The bill provides that couples 
intending to embark on the high 
seas of matrimony shall publish 
a notice of their intention for thir- 
ty days in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the county where 
either party resides, or in the coun- 
ty where the ceremony is to be 
performed. 

IT IN PAPER 

An executive of the newspaper 
is then required to make affidavit 
that the notice has been published 
for thirty days, and must furnish 
a copy of the affidavit to one of 
parties, who must 
present it to the County Clerk 
when applying for a marriage li- 
ce 


nse. 

By the terms of the bill, any 
person performing a marriage 
ceremony in California without a 
license showing that the notice had 
been published would be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. é, 

Mr. Gould is proposing a bill al- 
lowing citizens or residents of 
California to bequeath their prop- 
erty to the government if they de- 
sire, and an act declaring a trust 
deed in lieu of a mortgage to be 
against public policy, and allowing 
trustor one year for redemption 
of property after sale of property 
by trustee, heirs assigns.

Southwest Institution Report Shows Attendance of 
More Than 78,000 in Y ear 


Evidence of an amazing growth in attendance and interest and 
dations for the construction of new buildings, art galleries 


and auditoriums to meet the increased attendance are contained in the 


of the Southwest Museum. 

More than 78,000 persons vis- 
ited the museum during the past 
year as compared with 52.864 in 
1921 and 40,185 in 1920, the re- 
port shows. Ninety-seven clubs 
und eighty-one schools visited the 
museum in a body. The average 
daily attendance was approximately 
213. 

During the month of May alone, 
17,813 persons visited the museum, 
the number equalling the total at- 
tendance for the year 1919. 


MORE SPACE NEEDED 

The report points out that the 
present building is incapable phys- 
ically of containing more exhibits. 
On several occasions the tunnel and 
elevators have proven completely 
inadequate to accommodate the 
crowds.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—A per- 
plexing week ended with today’s 
financial markets moving cautious- 
ly and uncertainly. In Europe the 
markets seemed to take their cue

Those bags of money, which Robin Hood so boldly 
fook from the rich and gave so liberally to the poor, un- 
doubtedly contained many a coin made from silver im- 
ported into England by the “Easterlings.” They were 
an organization of merchants from Eastern Germany, 
whose silver alloy was so pure as to be gradually 
adopted by the ish as a standard.

AZTEC RACES - 
TRACED DOWN 


Had Ofiginal Home in Casas 


Grandes, Says Scientist 
Homes More Beautiful Than 
These of Cur Times 
Culture That of Stone Age, 

Hewett’s Finding 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CASAS GRANDES (State of Chi- 
hushua, Mexico) Jan. 20.—Dr. E. 
L. Hewett, director of the School of 
American Research at Santa Fe, 
N. M., who is a recognized authority 
on the ancient races of the South- 
west ahd Mexico has, after years 


(investigation, that took him many 
times to the intertfor of Yucatan, lo- 


cated the cradle of the Aztec races. 
He declares these people had their 
original home in the Casas Grandes 
Valley, near where are situated the 
present Mofmon colonies. 

„All evidence points to the Casas 
Grandes Valley as the original 
home of the Astece,” he said. 
“Their history recorded in pictures 
and hieroglyphics says they came 
from Aztlan. the land of herons 
and the place of Seven Caves. Many 
Caves are to be found in the Casas 
Grandes Valley in which there are 
cliff dwellings. The Casas Grandes 
River empties into large lakes. 

The Indians of this continent 
apparently are descended from the 
people of the Orient, but there was 
le livirg in southern Mexico 


a peo 
long fore the Aztecs came. This 


Lis shown by the pyramids of the 


sun and moon, still standing that 
resembie the Egyptian pyramids. 

“The glowing reporte of the 
Spanish conquerors in Mexico 
about the Azteca were meant to 
please the king and queén, and 
were colore4 accordingly. The vil- 
lages of Hopi and Tace in New 
Mexico actually were much like 
those of the Aztecs. 

It is true the Aztecs attained a 
high state of civilization, and some 
of their humes were more beautiful 
than ours of today. They were 
advanced in aesthe culture, but 
not far along n material culture. 
The Aztecs had beautiful buildings. 
They were very religious bet their 
culture was that of. the stone age.”

Freights, Taxes and Cost 
of Handling 


Overdevelopment is large 
Factor in Rise 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—There 


is one grocery store in the United 
States today for every 73 families. 
There is a shoe store for every 
172 families; a men’s furnishing 
store for every 603 families: a 
hardware store for every 657 fam- 
flies and a dry-goods store for every 
691 families. 

These figures,| showing an over- 
development of retailing, are part 
of a remarkable study of the cost 
of marketing and distributing to- 
day, a study made as part of the 
investigation recently finished by 
the Congressional Joint Commis- 
sion of Agricultural Inquiry. | 

Acting under the direction of 
trained economists, the commis- 
sion sent out thousands of ques- 
tionnaires to manufacturers, 
wholesalers, and retailers, request- 
ing from them the confidential de- 
tails of their business. Fifteen 
thousand of these questionnaires 
were returned with the information 
asked, and from these and its own 
Ifdependent investigation, the com- 
mission compiled the first accu- 
rate summary ever made of the 
progress of commodities from the 
time they leave the farms and 
mines until they reach the aongum- 


er. 
FAOTS SURPRISING 

Some surprising facts were dis- 
closed. The picturé is much more 
favorable to the dealer—the s0- 
called middleman—than had been 
generally supposed. And this was 
no whitewashing effort, either. The 
plight of the American farmer, 
whose business has become un- 
profitable in the face of high retat! 
prices, forced the investigation. 
The farm bloc in Congress con- 
trolied the commission, which 


; 


to account for the condition, never- 
theless, prices are staying within 
hailing distance of the high levels 
of 1918. What is the answer? 


HIGH OOST OF SERVICE 

| The commission finds the answer 
in the disproportionate costs of 
pure distribution—all these activi- 
ties of modern commerce which lie 
entirely outside of pure produc- 
tion. In the high coats of today 
we are paying for service and not 
for product. The costs of distribu- 
tion are eating up the producers, 

When two grwcery stores are op- 
erating in a community where one 
would be enough, the consumers 
are paying for it. To have two 
stores makes it more convenient 
than one would be, but it is costly. 
When the average grocer's seventy- 
three customers demand that he 
stock his shelves with six brands 
of oatmeal when one would be 
enough, that is service for which 
the customers pay. For the grocer 
it means money tied up in stock, 
a slower stock turn-over, insurance 
costs, deteridration and loss. He 
must be paid for this. The cus- 
tomers pay for 9 in the price of 
oatmeal. 

Of every dollar which the cus- 
tomer pays for rolled oats, the 
farmer gets 18 cents. IteCoats the 
manufacturer 9 cents to make the 
rolled oats. The actual production 
cost, therefore, of this quantity of 
rolled oats is 27'cents, and yet the 
consumer has to pay a dollar for 
it. About 19 cents of the dollar 
represents profita,taken by various 
handlers along „ line between 
farmer and consumer. Fifty-four 
cents ot the consumer's dollar 
for rolled oats go to pay the actual 
cost of the distribution. 


DISTRIBUTION TOO HIGH 

These are startling figures, and 
they are repeated in the report 
for more than one commodi Take 
bread-—a dollars worth of it. How 
much ef the dollar goes to the 
actual producers of the bread: Le.. 
the wheat grower, the miller and 
the baker? The report shows that 
these three t r get 41 cents 


nothing to do with production but 
represent only the cost of market- 
ing, hold everywhere along the line 
from farm to table. The commis- 
sion has analyzed the cost of man- 
ufacturing and marketing, as far 


therefore would have been glad along as the wholesaler, eght ge- 


enough to sustain the popular no- 
tion in its report and pin on the 
greed of dealers the responsibility 
for the high cost of living 

the prostration of American ‘agri- 
culture. 

But this indictment would not 
hold. The commission failed to 
find any profiteering, taking trades 
and businesses as a whole. Profits, 
on the contrary, have shown «a 
tendency to decrease, at least in 
percentage. The farmer is getting 
less for his produce than in any 
year since 1913. The whole record 
points to a maintained efficiency 
in manufacturing plants, whose 
manufacturing coats have not risen 
inordinately in spite of the higher 
wages paid. ind uin some in- 
stances manufactu 
actually decreased since 1913. With 


lected food commedities, The an- 
alysis ie particularly valuable be- 
cause it shows the trend of all 
these costs since 191%. In each 
dollar received by the manufac- 
turers of these eight commodities 
in 1913 they paid 48 cents for the 
raw materials; in 1921 they paid 
only 44 cents 

Their cost of manufacture of the 
doliar’e worth of product increased 
nearly 5 cents in the eight years. 
The selling cost remained practical- 
ly the same, after having been re- 
duced during the war years. Ad- 
vertising cost dropped off over 3 


cents and profite were reduced 2 
cents. But transportation charges 
increased neariy 5 cents, almost 
doubling, while taxes also showed

The retail grocers’ operating ex- 
penses have shown an increase 
since 1913. In that year, of every 
dollar they took in about 15 cents 
went to pay operating expenses;

Their 1918 dol- 
lar cave them 6.6 cents profit; their 
Pig nt dollar of receipts gives 
th... only 2.5 cents profit. 

One of the chief elements of 
cost to the retailer, it is found. 
is the investment tied up in stock. 
The competition of manufacturers 
who ough advertising and 
through eir demonstrators and 
salesmen induce the retail grocer 
to buy more than his trade war- 
rants, fs held to be the chief ele- 
ment creating this expense for 
him. The average grocer turns his 
stock over eight times in a year. 
That means that he always carries 
stock enough to supply his trade 
for six and a half weeks.

FORCED TO MINGLE 

In most places the person who 
is accused of breaking the law 
is taken into custody and herded 
in with a motiey collection of 
prisoners, some of them old- 
timers’, some diseased, some with 
poisoned minds. The accused is 
supposed to be treated as inno- 
cent u til he is proved gullty, but 
if for any maason he is not let out 
on bond he must stay in jail, and 
with these associates, until his 
trial, months later, perhaps. 

In a progressive metropolis like 
Chicago a suspect is locked ia a 
cell with two or three men for 
twenty hours out of each twenty- 
four, Mr. Hart points out. And he 
adds that “it is impossible to dis- 
— A the men according to their 
hab of cleanliness and decency.” 

Mr. Hart further says that in 
most of our jails there is inade- 
quate space for exercise, and no 
useful way is provided for the 
prisoner to employ his time. Clin- 
ical and hospital provisions are 
rarely satisfactory, though the 
majority of jail inmates need 
medical, surgical, dental, or psychi- 
atric treatment. 

But most serious of all is the 
fact that the prisoners are not 
carefully segregated apa classified 
The result of this is that the new 
prisoner, who may be serving a 
sho term for a minor offense, 
often is so influenced by the stor- 
ies and opinions of his fellow-in-

REFORM NEEDED. 

And yet, Mr. Hart says: “The 
county jail ought to be the most 
reformatory institution in the land. 
It receives offenders at the begin- 
ning of their careers, before they 
have become hardened and con- 
firmed criminals. More can be ac- 
complished for-the reformation of 


un young criminal in the first week 


of his imprisonment than by six 
months’ confinement in a State 
prison after he has become a con- 
firmed law breaker.” 

In Mr. Hart's skyscraper plan 
the jail is connected with the crim- 
inal court building of the city. This 
court building is a square structure 
three or four stories high, ano 
above the roof of that the jail 
rises in the form of a cross with 
central rotunda, 

The public @evators and stair- 
ways of the co building stop at 
the top floor of the court. To go 
on up to the nine jail floors it is 
necessary to pass @ grated and 
guarded passageway in order to 
reach the jail elevator. Mr. Hart 
shows that if prisoners on the up- 
per floors were to hold up the jail 
elevator they would have to storm 
the guarded gate before they could 
reach an elevator to the ground. 

The difficulties ‘that a prisoner 
would have to overcome, to «scape 
from such a building would be 
more hazardous than those faced 
by Jack Sheppard, who battered 
his way out of Newgate Prison, 
or by Casanova, who escaped from 
the Inquisition prison. Sheppard 
worked six hours going through 
various rooms of the prison, and 
making great clatter with falling 
bricks and the resouhding clang of 


an iron bar bursting through heavy 
doors. 


PRECAUTIONS NUMERCUS . 

Such a night's work would be im- 
possible in a modern sky-scraper 
prison with walls not nearly as 
thick as tho#e of old Newgate. In

IN NEW MEXICO 

This historic orchard is locat 
near the little town of Manzano on 
the eastern slope of the Manzano 
Mountains in central New Mexico. 
Manzano is the Spanish word for 
apple. The priest in the church at 
Manzano, who is a sort of custo- 
dian of the orchard, tells inquirers 
that the trees have been growing 
there for 250 years, according to 
the tradition which has been 
handed down from padre to padre 
through the generations. The old- 
est native inhabitants of the t- 
tle town believe that the orchard 
has been there for 400 years, That 
date is improtable,for the Spanish 
exploration of Southwest had 
scarcely begun 80 long ago, and 
apple trees were certainly brought 
to America by the Buropeans. 

But the priest, when he claims 
‘hat the orchard is more than tao 
centuries old, has strong historical 
evidence on hia side. For these 
trees almost certainly are relics of 
that heroic age in the history of 
the Southwest when Spanish 
priests and soldiers were there en- 
gaged in subduing a great wilder- 
ness of savages for the King of 
Spain and the Church of Rome, 


CHURCHES WERE BUILT 


At every one of the pueblo vil- 
lages which dot this region the 
Spaniards built great churches of 
stone and left a few priests to 
teach those sa the fear of 
God, and also the culture of crops 
and herds. The Pueblos were al- 
ready farmers, raising corn and 
cotton and melons, but they had no 
domestic animais except the tur- 
key, and no fruit trees. 

The padres. armed with nothing 
but the cross, took their stand in a 
hostile wilderness as the prophets 
of religion and civilization. In 
some instances they were mur- 
dered by the Indians of their own 
flocks. More often they succeeded 
in winning the friendship of the 
Pueblos, only to be overwhelmed 
by the by the wild tribes of the 
Navajos and Apaches, which waged 
an Incessant warfare upon both the 
Pueblo Indians and the Spaniards. 
In some instances these brave 
Franciscan friars triumphed over 
all difficulties and dangers. some 

the ancient mission churches 
still stand and are still in use. 
Many of the great ones are in ruins. 


RUINS NEAR ORCHARD 

Now one of these ancient ruined 
churches stands not far from the 
ancient Manzano orchard, and a 
ood deal is known of its history. 
n the seventeenth century a large 
Indian pueblo, known as Quarai, 
stood at this spot, and it is re- 
corded that the Franciscan fathers 


| built this mission church of Quarai 


in the year 1629. It is also known 
that in 1676 it was abandoned for 
the reason that the Navaijos had re- 
peatedly raided it, killed priests 
and friendly Indians and destroyed 
crops. It was an outpost of civi- 
lization which could not stand 
against the savages. 

Ot Quaral, both pueblos and 
church, nothing now remains but a 
heap of stone and a few massive 
walls that show how patiently and 
well these old Spaniards built. 
Nothing was left alive in the vicin- 
ity except the apple trees. For it 
seems almost certain that the orig-

Scientists Search for Mighty Mon- 


ter Supposed to Have Beer Ex- 
tinct; Also Pachyderm 


There is every reason to believe that there are still some 
animals existing upon the globe unknown to civilized man. 


Proof of this statement lies in 
the fact that in recent years a new 
and distinct species of strange 
white bear, and a subspecies of 
mountain sheep have been discov- 
ered in the vast wilderness reaches 
of British Columbia and the Yukon 
Territory. While in Africa the 
okapi was found in 1901, after men

~ A PREMISTORIC SURVIVAL 
In further and more startling

As reported already, the plan of 
work recommends that the eight 
standing committees should nat be 
abolished.

The statement of the Chamber 
of Commerce says: “The Feather 
River Forest Highway ia safer, 
more scenic and shorter by 30 
miles than the North Fork route, 
The one advantage of the low route 
and the only advantage has been 
that it is more free from snow than 


route is not, however, and would 
not be an all-winter road as has 
been stated. With the modern 
methods of clearing highways of 
snow it is safe to assert that the 
Feather River Forest Highway can 
be kept free from snow. 

The cost of the Feather River 
Forest Highway, built to standard 
width, surfaced and with all heavy 
grades eliminated, is estimated at 
$1,500,000 as against $7,000,000 for 
the canyon route. This exceas of 
$5,500,000 together with interest 
charges must be d out of the 
general funds of the State.

South America line is gt Rio de 
Janeiro. Were it not for these 
steamers the American flag would 
seldom be seen in this port, but 
now it is seen at regular intervals 
and the fact that America is con- 
ducting an active campaign for 
foreign commerce is brought 
forcibly to the attention of the 
Brazilians upon the arrival of 
every steamer. 


The second stop on this line is 
at Montevideo, a city of nearly 
half a million, the capital of 
Uruguay. This city has a magni- 
ficent harbor and as perfect docks 
and as healthy conditions as any 
North American city in a corres- 
ponding mate. The merchants 
of Europe, including Great Britain, 
France, Italy and some other 
countries, have profited by the com- 
merce with this country for many 
years and their representatives are 
well established in the confidence 
of the people, so that it is not an 
easy matter for American firms to 
get a footing, but there are cer- 
tain products produced in Amer- 
ica and nowhere else in any such 
measure which the people of 
Uruguay need and will buy from 
the American producer. This 
forms the beginning of American 
commerce and makes it progtable 
for American ships. With this ae 
a beginning there is reason to ex- 
pect that other lines will be added. 

It is only six hours run froin 
Montevideo to Buenos Aires, the 
capital of Argentine. This city is 
nearly as large as Chicago, and is 
one of the largest and most beau- 
tiful cities in the world. There is 
nothing worth while wanted b» 
the average indtwilual that can not 
be obtained here as well as in New 
York. But the humiliating thing 
to the American traveler is that, 
while the stores are well stocked, 
most of the goods came from other 
countries than the United States. 
Automobiles, tron, machinery and 
some cotton goods come from the 
United States, but the average pro- 
ducer has not yet come into this 
field, and some of the firms that 
have come here have been short- 
sighted enovgh to show samples 
in taking orders which were not 
equalled by the products when 
they arrived, and have in many 
eases failed to pack the goods 
properly for shipment. This has 
resulted in placing American ex- 
porters at a disadvantage, and if 
we are to be successful in our 
trade relations with South America 
an organized effort to restore the 
confidence of Argentine merchants 
in American prodcers will be neces- 
sary. 

The wealth of the country comes 
from the soil in the simplest way. 
Most of the land is devoted either 
to grazing or to farming, there- 
fore cattle, wool and grain form 
the principal exports.

This has made it an es- 
pecially good market for all kinds 
of manufactured goods and the E- 
ropean nations have been quick to 
appreciate and take advantage of 
the situation. But th situation 
will soon be a matter of history 
for oil has been discovered in large 
quantities, and small manufacttur- 
ing plants are rapidly becoming es- 
tablished. This, of course, makes 
a special opportunity for American 
machinery.

The do- 
pression was not from any condi- 
tion fundamentally unsound, but 
simply the result of sudden re- 
action, and as conditions become 
more normal the country is work- 
ing out of its embarrassment. 

At the teginning of the war the 
American dollar was at a discount. 
Later the Argentine dollar was at a 
discount, but as exports exceed im- 
ports under normal conditions it is 
reasonable to expect that the 
Argentine doliar will be at par 
again very shortly. 

The banking situation is most 
satisfactory, although as yet the 
country has no Bank of Issue. If 
it had been fortunate enough to 


have such an institution during the 


war it would saved the people 
much embarrassment. About Six 
years ago the postal savings bank 
was established. It now has over 
500,000 depositors and deposits in 


excess of 88,000,000 pesos. There 
is also a Federal Land Bank very 
similar to ours which has outstand- 
ing bonds in the sum of 900,000,- 
000 pesos. The Bank of the Na- 
tion, which is owned by the govern- 
ment is not a bank of issue, but is 
a deposit bank and competitor of 
the other banks. It has over one- 
third of all the deposits in the 
country. Its capital and reserve 
amount to about 200,000,000 pesos 
and has deposits of over 1,400,000,- 
000 pesos. 


Other banka, many of which are 
branches of banks in foreign coun- 
tries have deposits of over 2,000,- 
000,000. The population at the 
present time is approximately 


8,000,000, approximately one-half 
of which isin the Province of 


Buenos Aires. There are about 
in the 
country, most of which are owned 
by English companies. The Nation 
owns nearly 4000 miles and the 
Province of Buenos Aires owns 
about 650 miies. About one-half 
of the mileage is in the Province of 
Buenos Aires) The roads seem to 
be well equipped. and efficiently 
managed. Since the discovery of 
oil it has become the fuel used by 
practically all the railroads. 

The country is growing very rap- 
idly and there is a tremendous op- 
portunity for investment of capital. 
The country has great national re- 
sources and this has made the peo- 
ple rich, but its development calls 
for more money than there is in 
the country. This makes the op- 
portunity for the American inves- 
tor. During the last few years the 
national government has spent 
large sums of money to provide im- 
provements that seemed imperative 
but did not increase taxation suffi- 
ciently to provide the means. This 
has resulted in creating a large 
floating debt which is about to be 
funded, and the Argentine govern-

SIBERIAN PINE IN CHINA 


It is doubtful, says Trade Com- 
missioner L. W. Hoyt, in a e 
to the Department of Commerce, 
whether the large lumber interests 
in the Pacific northwest realize 
to what extent the position of 
Douglas Fir, as the premier wood 


exported into China, is being un- 
dermined by Siberian pine. Ths 


China customs figures for 1921 do 
not give even a hint of what is 
going orf in the lumber market in 
China today. The 1921 customs 
figures show Pine imponts as fol- 
lows: Siberian, 2,662,058 feet, 
Oregon, $8,348,116 feet. 

From these figures one is led to 
believe that Douglas Fir has a 
strangle-hold on the China mar- 


ket: Developments during 1922, 
however, have made these customs 
figures from the standpoint of real 
trade information very unreliable 
indeed. 

As a matter of fact very care- 
ful estimates made by strong in- 
terests engaged in the importation 
of Siberian Pine into China place 
the figures for the first nine 
months of 1922 as follows: Si- 
berian pine, 40,000,000 feet; Ore- 
gon pine (Douglas flir.) 125,000,000 
feet. 

The 1921 ratio was about three 
feet of Siberian pine to 100 feet. 
of Oregon pine, but the 1922 esti- 
mate (which is very near the 
mark) shows that thirty feet of 
the Russian wood is arriving to 
every 100 feet of American. 


The tenement-house has long 
been a factor in the life of New 
York. Records show that in 1834 
there were 15,000 tenement-houses 
in Manhattan. Health reports of 
the time contain stories that are 
revolting when viewed with eyes 
of today. It is hard to believe 
that such conditions were allowed 
exist. Congested tenements 
were spoken of by Gerrett Forbes, 
inspector of health, ir his reports 
of 1834, and Dr. John H. Griscom, 
who headed a commission organ- 
ized to suggest ways and means for 
improving living conditions in the 
city, said in his report of 1842 that 
7196 persons were living in 1450 
cellars and that 6618 families were 
living in rear tenements and inte- 
rior courts. 9 

These reports establish the fact 
that New York was well dotted 
with tenements fully half a cen- 
tury before Juan de Nevarro gave 
New York the Spanish Flats on 
Fifty-ninth street. The Spanish 

lates, so-called because they were 
erected by Mr. Nevarra, who had 
served for many years as Spanish 
Consul in this city, and bore names 
of leading cities of Spain, were 
completed about 1870 at a cost of 
$7,000,000. They marked the 
great turning point in the con- 
struction of multi-family houses, 
They pointed the way toward the 
apartment-houses which now line 
the fine residential sections of the 
city and rent for from $5000 to 
$36,000 a year. Mr. Navarro gave 
to New York the apartment idea, 


that is. a house in which many 
families live with the privacy of 
a single family house, but with 
comforts and conveniences super- 
ior to those of private homes. 

These who have measured every 
phase of New York's growth agree 
that Navarro broke down tho prej- 
udice toward the apartment-house 
and inspired the wonderful apart- 
ment buildings to be found all 
around the Moorish examples of 
architecture which he erected fac- 
ing Central Park. 


IMPROVEMENT FOLLOWED 

It was a long step from the mul- 
ti-family houses which Dr. Griscom 
spoke of in his report of 1842 and 


the houses which Mr. Navarro 
built. The fact is that the Navar- 
ro development was the fruit of 
efforts made by others as a result 
of the reports of civic boards and 
the passage of the tenement house 
acts, the first of which was en- 
acted in 1868. 

Until the Navarro flats were 
erected, perhaps, the finest multi- 
family house in New York was that 
built by Rutherford Stuyvesant at 
140 and 142 East Eighteenth street 
from plans by Richard M. Hunt. 
Another house of the same type 
and character was the Westmore-

FIRST TENEMENT 

| The first tenement of which any- 
thing is known was erected on 
Cherry street in the early '30s. it 
was known as Gotham Court. The 
buildings were erected on the prop- 
lerty of the Woods estate. 

| ‘The impression prevails that it 
was in this section of New York 
that the first tenement-house was 
built, or the practice of renting 


| separate quarters in one building to 


several families was introduced. 
The influx of immigrants due to 
| depressing economical and politica! 
conditions in Europe taxed the 
housing facilities of the city. Some- 
| thing had to be done to provide f 
| these new arrivals. Dwellings wet 
turned into tenements, and the at- 
tractive offers made for housing 
| accommodations induced ware- 
| house owners to turn their build- 
|ings into flats. In a short time 
| pricate-house districts in the low- 
jer city were turned into tenement-~- 
house neighbors, occupied by peo- 
ple who had little or no knowledge 
| of the simple principles of hygiene. 
In 1850 anecdotes of the time tell

LOW RENTS ONCE 

In an effort to relieve the lot of 
the mechanic and others who de- 
sired better housings than the sec- 
tion afforded, a number of well- 
known citizens, for whom Daniel 
Lord, served as attorney, erected in 
11857 a model apartment on Mott 
street, extending through the block 
to Elisabeth street, for eighty-seven 
|families. It was six Stories high, 
i fifty-three feet wide and 188 feet 
deep. The lower walls of the bulld- 
|ing were eighteen inches thick and 
those of the upper stories twelve 
inches. The staircases were iron,

LABOR SHORTAGE EXISTING 


Building Activity Expected to Continue During This 
Year With Same Complications 


In analyzing the labor situation in the building trades throughout 
the country, Milan V. Ayres, statistician of the Associated General Con- 
tractors of America, asserts,in an article in the January 4 issue of 
Engineering News-Record, that, although it is difficult to make atlose 
estimate of men employed in the building trades, some shortage of 
labor has occurred during the past season; and if the same increment 
ot construction volume obtains for 1923 over 1922 as was recorded 
for 1922 over the preceding year, there will not be enough skilled me- 


chanics to do the work. 

Mr. Ayres estimates that 1922 
was the biggest building year for 
a decade, the volume actually put 
under way, judging from the per- 
mit statistics from fifty large 
American cities, being 26 per cent 
above what he has established as 
a prewar normal. That normal is 
based upon the number and value 
of permits from fifty cities weight- 
ed by a proper cost index, thus 
makine comparable on the basis of 
volume, records of all years despite 
fluctuations of the dollar. 


LESS BUILDING TO CONTINUE 


Undoubtedly there exists still a 
considerable shortage in the 
amount of normal building dofie, 
continues Mr. Ayres. Despite the 
tremendous impetus that has been 
given construction during the last 

Mr. Ayres does not believe 
that the boom is by any means 
over. One salient fact contributes 
to that belief—the fact that build- 
ing at the present time is showing 
greater strength that it did even in 
midsummer. Even were the 1922 
increment applied to coming years 
it would be ten years before the 
deficit piled up during the lean 
war years would be wiped away. 
Mr. Ayres does not look, however, 
for as big a construction year dur- 
ing 1923 as was record for the 
year just passed, inasmuch as the 
edge has been taken off of the 
most necessary work, and inas- 
much as various economic in- 
fluences tend to divert money that 
otherwise would be put into con- 


A particular point is made by 
Mr. Ayres that it is most difficult 
to discover the number of men in 
skilled building trades because of 
the seasonal aspect of the work. 
Entire reliance as a means of sup- 
port is not placed 2 4 a workman 
upon his trade, and he has some- 
thing else to do when the season 
is slack. 

In the same article in which 
Mr. Ayres’ study appears, Magnue 
W. Alexander, chairman of the 
National Industrlal Conference 
Board, makes a close analysis of 
immigration as it affects the labor 
situation. 

IMMIGRATION REDUCED 


Operation of the 3 per cent im- 
migration law Mr. Alexander has 
found to be unsatisfactory, because 
it has reduced the volume of im- 
migration even below the legal fig- 
ures. This is due to the fact that 
certain countries have not used up 
their allotments. For instance, he 
finds that the northern and west- 
ern European countries used only 
46.4 per cent of their quotas, and 
the southern and eastern European 
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countries and Turkish territory in 
Asia exhausted 95.3 per cent of 
their quotas. The quotas assigned 
to northern and western Europe 
would have permitted more than 
half of the total immigration to 
come from’ ten countries in that 
group. During 1921-1922 only 36.8 
per cent of the total immigration 
came from that source, whereas 
63.2 per cent came from the new 
sources. In the first group only 
Belgium and Switzerland exhausted 
their quotas; in the second group 
Russia was the only country whose 
* did. not approach exhaus- 

tio 

In the first place, in discussing 
the economic objection to the im- 
migrant, he asserts that the 1920 
census shows 89 per cent of all 
male foreign-born whites, 10 years 
of age and over, are gainfully em- 
ployed. This is in contrast to a 
Boneral average of 75 per cent of 
the native whites employed. The 
fact that immigrant —— consti- 
tutes a fluid supply that comes 
when it is wanted and departs 
when labor conditions are unfavor- 
able,” asserts Mr. Alexander, 
“makes it economically’ advan- 
tageous.“ 


IMMIGRANTS MAKE RECORD 
With respect to insanity and fee- 
blemindedness, Mr. Alexander finds 
though the Federal censuses of 
1904 and 1910 indicate a higher 
percentage of insanity among the 
foreign born than among the other 


portions of the population, it is 

“significant to note that the na- 
tionalities most heavily represent- 
ed among the insane were the Irish, 
Germans and Scandinavians. The 
Italians, Russians and Austrians, 
who in recent years have made up 
the bulk of the immigration, shgw 
a negligible amounut of insanity. 

Concerning the charge of crime | 
lodged against the foreigner, Mr. 
Alexander asserts that “examina- 
tion of the censys shows that the 
native whites a responsible for 
more serious crimes than the for- 
eign. whites. The offenses charge- 
able to the foreign born are main- 
ly violations of ordinances, and 
arises probably from ignorance of 
the law.“ 

“The charge of radicalism against 
the foreigner is difficult to judge,” 
asserts Mr. Alexander. The for- 
eigner tends at first to bring with 
him the racial and other prejudices 
which maintain in his native coun- 
try, and to see our life in terms of 
his past experiences and environ- 
ment. Figures of the average paid 
memberships of the Socialist party 
show that of the total of #1000 
members, 29,000 are foreign 
Over 9000 of these are Finns, 6000 
are Germans, 3000 are Jews, and 
2600 are southern. Slava. The Com- 
munist party has 35,000 foreign- 


born members out of a total mem- 


bership of 58.000.“

C ongressional Body s Report Shows 


Business Conditions in State Are 


Much Better 


Than Before 


Business for the coming year in Arizona has a most favor- 
able outlook, according to the report which has been prepared 
by the Arizona Industrial Congress. The outlook is bright in 


practically all phases of the State’s industrial activity, and the 
report indicates that the year which has just closed is a marked | 
improvement over the preceding twelve 


ot the congress is as follows: 
Farmers dt Arizona received a 
great deal more for their crops 
in 1922 than in 1921, notwith- 
standing the fact that there is 
still room for much improvement 
in market conditions. A summary 


compiled by the United States Bu- 
reau of Agriculture shows that the 
total value of ten major crops 
amounted to $16,000,000 in 1022. 
asd compared with $11,000,000 for 
the same erops the season before. 

Cattle prices have improved 
slightly, and stock is wintering in 
good shape. Winter storms are 
needed to insure plenty of water 
and feed. Sheep men had a sat- 
isfactory season. 

The month's big development in 
mining was the advance in price 
of copper from 13 7-8 cents a 

und to 14 3-4 cents. The mar- 

et is firm at the latter figure. 
Men in the industry are reported 
looking forward to a good year. 

Retail trade in December was 
good, with seasonal gains around 
the holidays. Manufacturing was 
fair. Banking transactions in- 
ereased in several cities. but 
showed decreases in others. 


OCROPS HAVE GREATER VALUE 
Arizona’s farm crops showed a 
tremencous increase in value in 
1922 as compared with 1921, it ts 
indicated in the first Arizona ‘crop 
summary compiled by the Arizona 
office of the Bureau of Agricultur- 
al Ecoromics The sammary cov 
ers ten crops, and shows a total 
value for the ten of $16,210,900, 
Compared with a total value for 
the same crops in 1921 of {11,- 
062,000. 

Cotton, the principal crop not 
covered in the summary, is given 
an estimated value of about 
$7,000,000 for 1922, including seed, 
representing a material increase 
over last year. The 1922 citrus 
fruit wer is valued at approxi- 
mately $500,000. 

Range cattle of the State are 
wintering in from medium to very 
good condition, due to the mild- 
ness of the weather. Storms are 
needed in many counties to assure 
water for the coming winter and 
spring months. Cattle are re- 
ported doing particularly well in 
Apache county as a result of good 
tall storms.

Start Operations in New Plant WORK ON 


PLANT IS 
STARTED 


New Edison Substation 
Vill be Second Largest in 
San Joaquin Valley 


[LOCAL COMRKSTONDENCE.] 
EXETER, Jan. 13.— The South- 
ern California Edison Company has 
started work on its large new sub- 
station, north of Exeter at the 
junction of Mineral King highway 


and the north highway out of Exe- 
ter. It will be known as the 
Venida substation and will be the 
second largest of its kind on the 
company’s system in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

The plant is expected to be in 
operation during the coming sum- 
mer. This substation will elimi- 
nate the high voltage lines from 
the confines of Exeter and. will be 
located in the center of the area 
to be served. The present sub- 
station will still be retained in 
Exeter as a low voltage station for 
the city. 

The new substation will supply 
the Visalia-Electric Rallroad and 
the Lindsay-Strathmore Irrigation 
District at its pumping plants at 
the wells north of Exeter, aa well 
as all of the immediate territory 
around Exeter, Merryman, and as 
far north as Lemon Cove. 
This station will receive its 
power from three sources and will 
be the terminus of the Kaweah 
River plants. It will be inter- 
connected with the Venice Hill, 
Visalia and Lindsay substation on 
the 10,000-volt distribution lines. 
It will be of permanent character 
and will be capable of enlargement 
at any time should the demand 
require. There will be installed 
at this station a 6000 K. V. A. en- 
chronous condenser for voltage 
regulation. 

The latest type equipment will be 
used throughout the substation. 
The company also contemplates 
construction of a cottage for bene- 
fit of the operator who will live at 
the station. Upon completion of 
this station this section of the val- 
ley will be supplied with the high- 
est class of electric service.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The 
Pp bition question is being ap- 
p ched from a new angle by 
Representative Edmonds of Phila- 
delphia who announced today plans 
for legislation in the next Con- 
gress providing confiscation by the 
government of all hard liquor” 
and the manufacture and sale by 
private firms of 3 per cent beer. 

The measure now being drafted 
by Mr. Edmonds would authorize 
the government to not only seize 
all whisky in bond, but also manu- 
facture this liquor for distribution 
by druggists on prescription. He 
would provide this distribution be 
made in the original package, im- 
posing a penalty for the consump- 
tion of liquor out of any vontainer 
other than that in which it is dis- 
tributed by the government. 

Mr. Edmonds is still in doubt 
as to the disposition of wines, but 
so far as the plan has developed it 
will, he asserted, put 50 per cent 
of the bootleggers out of business, 
make possible the enforcement of 
prohibition at one-third the pres- 
ent cost, and enable the govern- 
ment to realize considerable 
revenue on the sale of liquor.

We have built enormous indus- 
tries upon its resources. We lead 
the nations of the- earth in using its pro- 
ducts,” writes Col. W. B. Greeley, chief of 
the United States Forest Service, in “Our 
Vanishing Forests.” 

“We turn to the woods instinctively for 
recreation. The forest is one of our great 
preservers. It feeds our lakes and streams. 
It shelters and renews our wild life. It has 
given moral stamina, self-taught resourre- 
fulness and bodily vigor to every genera- 
tfon of Americans. 

“It is time we balanced accounts with our 
forest. It is time we became growers as 
well as users of wood. it is time we ac- 
quired something of the forestry sense of 
the provident folk of the old world—the in- 
stinct to protect the woods, to plant a tree 
where no more valuable plant will grow. 
It is time we paid heed to our idle acres— 
that we restored woods, industries and peo- 
ple on the large part of our soil which 
lacks them all. 


“To reach this goa] much must be done 
by way of public effort. We need more 
public forests—national, State, municipal, 
we need forest-wise Americans. When for- 
stamp out the forest fire. We need public 
control of the use of forest lands— fairly 
and reasonably exercised. But first of all 
we peed forest-wise Americans. When for- 
estry becomes a matter of common interest 
and every-day speech, when the idea sinks 
in that our forests are going the way of 
our buffalo unless everyone lends a hand, 
the game will be won.” 


Combustion vs. Decomposition 

One writes to ask whether after 
burning stable manure is not worth 
nearly as much as before burning. 
No, it is not then worth more than 
one-fifth as much as before burning. It 
is well to remember in dealing with any 
and all fertilizers that nitrogen is worth 
more than any other element and is also 
more necessary than any other element, 
and needs replenishnig oftener and in great- 
er amount. There is no nitrogen left aft- 
er burning. All organic matter is worth 
several times as much. raw as is the ash. 
«Therefore, burn nothing that may be rot- 
ted. Aside from the plant-food value, all 
such matter is of great physical benefit to

any soil, whether the latter be sand or clay, 
or any other make-up. So if it is possible 
to get organic matter into the coil, by all 
means put it there; a soil can bardly re- 
ceive too much. 


A New Fertilizer 
The addition of a new member to the 
family of fertilizers is being heralded. Pot- 


ash, nitrogen and phophotus have long been 
an inseparable trio and it appears now that 
it will be increased into a quartet by the 
addition of magnesium sulphate. An ex- 
amination of the green coloring agent, 
chlorophyll, which is found in all plants, re- 
veals the fact that it contains magnesium. 
Inasmuch as this substance is the active 
agent which brings about growth of plant 
structure through the influence of light. 
magnesium is an important element in 
plant life. Almost every crude potash fer- 
tilizer will be found to contain magnesium 
and that accounts for its getting into the 
soll. it also explains why certain potash 
fertilizers have ziven so much better results 
than others. Actual scientific tests have 
beep made with potatoes, growing on land

fertilized with magnesiam sulphate in Ger- 
many, and the results have indicated that 
distinctly bette, potatoes were obtained ir 
this way. No definite conclusions have 
been reached as yet, but the matter, as it 
stands, is of considerable interest in thi. 
country, where the.e are large deposits of 
natural magnesium sulphate. 


Ground Bone 
We do not believe in applying ground 
bone to the garden unless one i hes to 


enrich the soil for the benefit of his chil- 
dren Steamed bon? is of ssmewhat great- 
er value, as it decomposes a little more 
readilv, owing to the fat having been re- 
moved in the steaming proces;. But even 
steamed bone, unless ground finely, is for 
future crops and of little value to that of 


the current year. Its solubility and decom- 
position are dependent, as to time, on its 
fineness. Bone ash and boneblack are 
much higher in phosphoric acid, but are not 
much used as a direct’ fertilizer, being 
mainly for a part in the composition of su- 
perphosphate. As garden fertilizers wre 
used with more care than those apyp'ied to 
the field, there is no reason why thes fully 
treated bones, bone dust, etc., may not 9 
used as freely as acidulated bone, which 
latter we have used with good effect in the 
garden. 


Returning again to gnaw at the = raw 
bones, the writer's garden is full of them. 
Fifteen years ago all bones from the meat 
used in the house were planted in the gar- 
den, and jn successive years the output was 
buried in a specified spot and recorded in 
the garden Sook.” At the end of fifteen 
years none of the bones, buried at a depth 
of from one to three feet, had rotted per- 
coptibly. Of course those 
spots and those nearest the surface, had 
rotted a little more than the others. Some 
had been beautifully etched by insects or 
worms, a far more delicate etching than 
the best engraver could do, but they were 
still solid bones, needing perhaps another 
quarter-century of repose in the soil before 
becoming available plant food. Therefore, 
depend not on raw bone for immediate re- 
sults.

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Pointers on the Care of Day-Olda Chicks 3 


DON'T FORCET SANITATION. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERC

OST of the commercial hatchertes 
and privately owned incubators are 


* now in full operation, hence the care 


of growing chicks is a matter of universal 
interest among both professional and ama- 
teur breeders. With many people it is the 
anxious period of the year's operations, due 
to the fact that the first four to ‘x weeks 
of the chick's life are the most trying, 
particularly where the artificial methods 
are resorted to; with the old mother hen, 
some of the factors involved are more or 
less removed. A moment’s reflection will 


reveal the reasons: it is the period cover- 
ing the delicate stages of physicel devel- 
opment, when the foundations of good 
bone and muscle are laid; it is also the 
period when the largest mortality is lia- 
ble to take place. The care of day-old 
chicks is indeed fraught with anxiety, not 
only on the feeding end but also in the 
way of brooding; temperature and proper 
environment are equally important. 
Broadly stated the brooder should be start- 
ed at 98 to 100 degrees under the hover; 
during the second week run it at 92 to 96: 
the third week at say 90 to 92, and the 
fourth week at about 85. Avoid over- 
crowding; what is essential is physical 
comfort for every individual unit, particu- 
larly at night, and plenty of pure air of the 
tight temperature. Many of the modern 
hbrooders are equipped with devices calcu- 
lated to meet these conditions; hence any 
mishaps are more apt to be the result of 
improper care and management rather 
than any shortcomings in the mechanism 
of the machine. At night the chicks should 
spread over the floor of the brooder, rath- 
er than huddle in corners. If the tempera- 
ture is right this will usually result. Va- 
riations in temperature, particularly dur- 
ing the first two or three weeks, will oft- 
en result in more or less mortality. Manu— 
facturers of brooders, both large and 
small, invariably furnish printed directions 
for their successful operation, which be— 
Einners should carefully observe. 

Often day-old chicks do not reach the 
purchaser until some hours old, but where 
they came direct from the incubator, the 
mistake is often made to feed too soon. 
The young artificially hatched chick can 
“go,” (and usually does) from forty-eight 
to sixty hours without food, because just 
prior to hatching the yolk is drawn into 
its body, affording it sustaining power for 
some hours. When it comes to feeding 
under natural conditions, the mother hea 
leads the way; under an artificial sys- 
tem it is up to the caretaker to exercise 
his wits. Naturally chicks instinctively 
will pick up things, which suggests a feed 
reudily seen. A Cornell University bulle- 
tin recommends as good practice the 
throwing of a limited quantity of rolled 
vats on the brooder floor, say a limited 
quantity that the birds will clean up’ 
in an hour or two. Being nutritious and 
relished, they make a good “starter,” but 
their continuance is hardly advisable. 
Iiard-boiled eggs with bread crumbs may 
also be used as a first feed; dry cracked 
grains are admissable, hut are less con- 
spicuous to the eye. Grit and shell are 
also essential, the former to grind the 
food and the latter to assist in the devel- 
opment of bone. The sand with which the 
brooder floor is covered, will help in the 
sume direction, but of itself is not enough. 
Sharp chick size grit and finely ground 
“oyster snell should always be convenient- 
Iv available. Experienced breeders, and 
particularly large operators, compound 
their own chick feeds; with smaller flocks 
and particularly the backlotter, it will be 
found more economical to buy the prepared 
chick feeds now so widely advertised and 
available at all poultry supply houses.“ 

It seems to be the consensus of opinion 
wmong experienced breeders that the dry 
grain. chick feeds are preferable to the 
mash feds. In the process of digestion and 
assimilation they bring more strongly into 
vetion the functions of the body, and so 
supply the elemental things for a robust 
development and in a form that is less lia 
tle to lead to physical weakness. When 
from eight to ten weeks old these can, il 
local conditions render it desirable be sup- 
plemented with bran and Hrepared mash 
foods. Among leading California breeders 
it seems quite well established that wet 
mashes accelerate growth but little over dry 
mashes or grain mixtures, and that any in 
crease in weight is more than counterbal- 
ue by an increased mortality. Here 
ugain the small operator will find the pre- 
pared sott foods of advantage, because prop- 
erly balanced and ready for immediate use. 

It may seem a trifle pedantic to put in a 
plea here tor plenty of- pure water, but its 
importance cannot be overestimated. Bear 
in mind that all flesh is largely water, and 
that unless the growing stock has plenty of 
it, development will surely be retarded, Sex 
‘oO it that it is pure and clean. The drinking

vessels should be rinsed out daily to avoid 
the possibility of any taint. 

Another factor to bear in mind is to feed 
little and often, say four or five times a 
day, or even every two hours for the first 
week. Remember the organs are small and 
need to be kept going. The frequency of 
feeding can be diminished gradually until 
the end of fifteen or twenty days. Some 
breeders follow the practice of an allowance 
of crocked grains three times a day, with 
dry mash constantly available after the

The total 
expense for 100 being $35 and the selling 
price $60 certainly looks like real money. 
Estimating 20 cents a month for each fow! 
over three months old, a roaster five months 
old, costing 75 cents and selling for an 
average of 30 cents per pound and weigh- 
Ing say four and one-half pounds (I have 
some R. I. Reds weighing six and one- 
half pounds) would total $1.35. This looks 
like more real money, but I still feel a little 
‘creepy’ about going in deeper without the 
good advice of some one who knows.” 
The observations, experiences and de- 
ductions of our correspondent are certeic®d 
interesting and suggestive; but of them- 
selves are not conclusive, though they are 
encouraging. It is quite safe to assume 
that in California poultry meat is a bo- 
product of the egg tarms it represents the 
surplus cockerels, the nonprofitable hens 
and pullets, and the discarded old hens.

at the same time there will be a 
income from eggs. It should also be re- 
membered that poultry meat has its season 
when it commands good prices, while at 
other times it moves slow, thus making 
an uneven income over the year, while the 
outgo (expense) is apt to be steady and 
regular. With an egg product in addition, 
this is overcome. When a trade for sev- 
eral hundred carcasses per month is once 
established, the crop of hen truit can be 
given second place. Allowing that there 
is a sufficient available supply of birds for 
market to constitute a real business and 
afford an income for the maintenance of 
a family next problem is profitable sales- 
manship. This is possible with “honest to 
gvuodness” quality table fowl. To get at the 
problem in a practical way, we suggest that 
our correspondent take up the matter with 
some reliable provision firms. We believe 
thet if he produces real poultry meat, and 
in sufficient quantities to make it worth 
while, he will have no trouble in finding 
a market. The trade wants “good stuff”; 
as for the other kind, there is always a sur- 
plus, with little profitable demand.

This illustrates the hazardous post- 
tion of the majority of the farmers in the 
State who are depending on just one source 
of income. 


Climatic, industrial and economic agen 
cles, over which the farmer has little or no 
control, may leave the farmer who is de 
pending on just one source of income with- 
out apy remuneration for his labor and in- 
vestment at the close of the year, while the 
farmer with more than one source of in- 
come has a better chance of realizing a 
profit, at least on some one enter- 
prise in which he is engaged. 


STUDY THE CONDITIONS 


Assuming that the farm business is com- 
posed of two or more enterprises, such as 
fruit growing and poultry raising or dairy- 
ing, the next most essential thing is to de- 
velope enterprise units of the right size. 
A farmer who is primarily a fruit grower, | 
but who appreciates the importance of 
supplementing the fruit enterprise with 
poultry plant or dairy herd, should make a 
careful study of the labor and capital re- 
quirement of the new venture. The live- 
stock enterprise should always be kept of 
a size that will make it subservient to the 
fruit enterprise.

Only a certain percentage of un- 
dersized or poor quality fruit will be accept- 
ed under any circumstances and it is 
not a percentage that will afford any en- 
the emphatic English of everyday speech, 
it is up to the growers to improve the 
standard of their product or to suffer the 
none-too-pleasant consequences. 

Boast as we will of our general 
in agriculture in Southern California, the 
fact remains that we have not made the 

progress in the culture of deciduous fruits 
that has been realized in the northern and 
central parts of the State. ‘The worst, but 
at the same time the saving thing. about the 
situation is that the Southland can produce 
just as good peaches or ‘cots as can any 
other part of California. It is simply a 
question of putting into general practice 
the kind of methods that are employed by 
the northerners in their fruit production. 
Many of the orchardists of the south are 
already doing this and they can testify that 
the results speak for themselves. The rest, 
apparently, will now have to get in line. 

In a way, the reputation of the State is 
at stake in the matter. California fruit 
has come to stand for all that is best in 
horticultural production, and California sim- 
ply must produce and ship the best to keep 
its enviable place in the mind of the con- 
suming public. The peach that comes out 
of the California can must be a big, luscious 
peach, or the name “California” will ceas® 

to stand for “the . thing,” as it always 

has among the buyers of canned peaches. 
A moment's analysis of the situation is cal- 
culated to make every’orchardist sit up and 
think.

I attended auctions in New York and 
Boston, and also gave much of my time 
to investigation of retail conditions. I 
believe, beyond a doubt, that a group of 
jobbers and retailers, convenient to the 
auction centers, attend the auctions, buy up 
the fruit and sell to other retailers or 
through their own retail stores and certain 
chain stores, which are supplied at ap- 
proximately 25 per cent above auction 
prices. I am led to infer, too, that our ex- 
change agents are led to believe that the 
auction buyers wholesale at a profit of 
about 25 per cent, and often much less. 


I found, however, that retailers outside 
of this circle are very unfortunate. 1 
found that, as a rule, those who do not at- 
tend auctions on account of limited financ- 
es, lack of help in their stores, distance 
from auction centers, or lack of initiative 
or a chance of position in the auction 
room, are charged from 50 to 300 per cent 
above auction prices, The bulk of our fruit 
below first grade goes to suburban and 
country districts and is sold at these pro- 
hibitive prices. This is done largely, I am 
convinced, through misrepresentation of 
the quality of the fruit, fruit auctioning at 
$2.75 to §3 being listed as “California 


I found retailers outside of an cir- 
cle associated in some way with jobbers, 
greatly discouraged, or indifferent, and 
carrying a little fruit as a side-line neces- 
sity. I found people supplied by such re- 
tailers indifferent to California fruits, buy- 
ing only for special occasions, and wonder- 
ing why we are making little or nothing 
in fruits. I found no retailers who had 
bought fruit early in the summer of 1921 
for less than $4 a box and few who had 
bought for less than $4.50, when we were 
selling for $1.95 to $3. 

1 found that when we limit shipments 
of fruit to revive a dead market and per- 
mit jobbers to unload fruit already bought, 
they deny to outside retailers that they

The grower of fruit and field crops, as 
well as the- live stock and poultrymen, 
should realize that the man with a produc 
tion which is below the average, cannot ex- 
pect a good return for his labor or capital 
invested. The farmer who associates 
heavy production with good quality and a 
high standard, will be well remunerated for 
his efforts each year. A well-balanced farm 
business organization, when operated along 
lines of good farm management, will re- 
ward the owner with a good net income. 


The proper relationship of fixed and 
operating capital is absolutely essential to 
a systematic and profitable operation of 
the farm business. By fixed capital, is 
meant the investment in land and perma- 
nent improvements. Operating capita] in- 
cludes the investment in equipment, live 
stock, feed, seeds, supplies and cash. Usual- 
ly about 80 per cent should be fixed capital, 
and 20 per cent operating capital. This, of 
course, varies with types of farming, the 
fruit ranch requiring less operating .capital 
than the live-stock and grain ranches. Too 
frequently, all the available capital is 
placed in the purchase of the farm and 
nothing is left with which to

A well-balanced farm business organiza- 
tion will show an efficient distribution of 
labor throughout the year. The ability to

After this successful enterprise various 
co-operative associations began to spring 
up on the lower mainiand. The Fruit and 
Mercantile Exchange at Hatzic was formed 
and the members thereof, recognizing that 
uptodate methods were essential to suc- 
cess, built a warehouse and installed a 
small freezing and precooling plant. They 
shipped berries in car lots to the prairie 
towns in perfect condition and frozen fruit 
for jam as far east as Ontario. 


By the end of the first season the mem- 
bership of this exchange had reased 
from twenty-eight to 120 growers” and by 
July of 1920 a modern precooling and cold- 
storage plant of hollow-tile construction, 
capable of 600 tons of berries, (whi 
(which capacity can be increased to 1000 
tons by further insulation of the base- 
ment)._was completed at Hatzic. 

It became obvious to the business heads 
among the fruit growers that, as the in- 
dustry was growing fast, co-operation on a 
larger scale was necessary, or else the 
many small associations would compete 
with each other and prevent level distribu- 
tion of the produce, 

Therefore the British Columbia Berry 
Growers’ Association was incorporated, 
collecting under one head, no less than ten

Isle 
of Wight disease, on- the >ther hand, is dis- 
tinctively common to adult bees after full 
maturity. The cause, symptoms and envi- 
ronments are different in each disease. The 
serious nature of the diseases affecting the 
brood of bees has made it necessary that 
more attention be given to them; but, while 
the cause of the principal brood diseases 


the has been determined, very little good work 


has been accomplished on the disease of 
adult bees, commonly called not only Isle 
of Wight disease, but paralysis. 

From time to time there have been state- 
ments in various American journals of sup- 
“posed cases of Isle of Wight disease, but 
United States government bee experts say 
there is nothing as yet taugible to support 
these assertions. The loss of bees by the 
Isle of Wight disease is heavy throughout 
the British Isles; in this country there has 
been no cause for alarm up to the present 
time. Comparatively little research work 
has been done in connection with the dis- 
ease in this country, but we should not 
overlook the vital question of preventing its 
introduction. Quarantine laws have been 
passed, prohibiting the importation of bees

Wight disease it was presumed thet Nosema 
apis was the cause, but later developments 
proved that this protozoan was widely dis 
tributed throughout the United States 
where the disease did not exist. It was lat- 
er discovered that Nosema apis was not 
present in all cases of Isle of Wight disease. 
Instances are reported of Nosema apis hav- 
ing been observed where many bees were 
affected, but where no pathogenic symptoms 
were present. Stili later on the mite was 
placed In a new genus, acar apis. The 
plain facts are that all stages of develop- 
ment of the mite have now been discovered 
in the trachae tubes of the honey-bee tho- 
rax, seemingly suggesting a strongly para- 
sitic habit. Baccillus Larvae and Bacillus 
Avei, connected with brood diseases, are un- 
like the Isle of Wight (Acar apis woodii,) 
the latter being easily killed by heat. The 
research work carried on by Rennie and 
others seems to be thorough, yt there ex- 
ists a doubt that this disease is entirely 
due to the mite. 

Bee paralysis is nominally a disease com- 
mon to adult bees, although cases which 
answer to the usual description cannot be 
diagnosed in a laboratory. There yet exists a 
doubt as to the direct cause of the trouble.

Young Ahmann had sole charge in the 
care and feeding of the cow while she was 
on official test. He is keeping up his regu- 
lar milking periods and is now starting the 
cow on semiofficial test for a year. This is 
the first time in the history of California, 
and, perhaps, the United States, that a High 
School Boys’ Agricultural Club member has 
ever run an official test on his own cow. 
Her production alone sets a high standard 
for other boys to compete with. 


Cows are bought for the Kern Cate 
High School Boys’ Agricultural Club mem- 
bers on the following plan: Any reliable 
boy, who is taking or has finished the dairy 
course in the high school, is eligible to join 
the Dairy Cow Club, providing he can show 
that he has a fairly satisfactory place in 
which to take care of his cow. The agricul- 
tural instructors of the high school help him 
to buy a cow suitable for his conditions. 
Any of the banks of Bakersfield are willing 


to lend the purchase price on the boy's own 


personal note without other security than 
the mortgage on the cow. Money is also 
furnished for the feed and necessary dairy 
equipment, the only stipulation being that 
H. K. Dickson, local club agent, “O.K.” the 
boys’ checks to show that the money is ac- 
tually spent for Boys’ Club purposes. The 
Civic Commercia] Association of Bakers- 
feld stands behind the whole working or- 
ganization of the Boys’ Club and from its 
own funds insures the cows against loss

change and these retailers. These job- 
bers have but one object—money. They 
are keen and shrewd in driving bargains. 
They pay only what they please to keep 
alive the “goose that lays the golden egg,” 
then sell on any misrepresentation that 
suits the occasion, at such prices as op- 
portunity permits. 

To change the present system of sell- 
ing is the greatest opportunity of the next 
ten years. I think it will be done. The 
expense of direct sale to retailers will be 
small compared to the losses we now sus 
tain between our packing-houses and the 
retailers. All our agents admit this to be 
about 2 per cent for auction charges and 
25 per cent to the jobbers, of the price 
brought at auction. I am convinced that 
the jobbers realize most of the time twice 
this amount, and bills shown me by re 
tallers bore this out. Unreasonable charg- 
es would be entirely eliminated by direct 
sale. This feature alone would pay all our 
expenses and soon double our market for 
fruit. So long as the jobber is between 
us and the retailer, we cannot possibly 
gain the confidence and co-operation of 
the retailer. Through these we will find 
our opportunity for expansion. 

These are some of the advantages of 
direct sale to retailers: Our circulars 


offered. The ce would always be right. 
The price would not be increased on hot 
days, as now. No badly decayed fruit 
would ever be sent out as now. When 
fruit was plentiful prices would be lowered 
to push off a large amount. Confidence 
would be established between us and the 
retailers. Our reserve on hand would sup 
ply extra demand at usual prices, thus in- 
creasing our sales. Then when we were 
shipping to a good market and a cold 
spell cut the demand in half, our ware- 
house would care for fruit in transit so 
that it need not be sacrificed, as now. 
At present from a few to several hun- 
dred carloads of fruit are sacrificed every 
year on a dead market, because it is in 
transit when the demand goes down.

In August I wrote an ar- 
ticle on this subject that has excited much 
interest here in the Eastern States. 

“In reality my work is not radical, but 
instead it is conservative and simple. It is 
not based upon some remote theory, but in- 
stead upon simple physical laws of matter, 
which as you know are always positive, in 
contrast with the uncertain efficiency of 
drugs or scalpel.” |
